We have no information yet on Moscow's 
attitude toward Daoud 's moves against the left. 

In keeping with traditional Afghan policy, Daoud will 
try to avoid antagonizing his Soviet neighbor. 
Afghanistan receives nearly all its military hard- 
ware from the USSR and also has important trade 
and aid ties with the Soviets.
